Gallstones 

Gallstones are stones which are 
formed from the bile salts in the 
gallbladder. Bile is formed in the 
liver and stored in the gallbladder. 
It passes from there by way of a 
tube called the common duct into 
the intestine, where it aids in the 
digestion of food. The gallbladder 
is only a storage sac for bile, and 
when it is removed, tihe bhe simply 
flows directly from the liver into 
the intestines. 

The Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tion advises that the patient who 
complains of abdominal pain and 
indigestion after meals may have 
gallstones. They are usually de¬ 
tected by x-ray. 

Gallstones may be present with¬ 
out causing any symptoms, but 
more commonly they cause in¬ 


flammation in the gallbladder. The 
patient complains of pain and In¬ 
digestion after meals. If one of the 
stones escapes into the common 
duct between the gallbladder and 
the intestine, it causes very ex¬ 
treme pain. If the stone becomes 
stuck in the tube, it will block 
the flow of bile and the patient 
becomes jaundiced. 

Cancer of the gallbladder, al¬ 
though not common, is more like¬ 
ly to occur when gallstones are 
present, the CMA reports. 

When gallstones are diagnosed, 
usually by x-ray, surgical remov¬ 
al of the gallbladder before comp¬ 
lications develop is often recom¬ 
mended unless there is some other 
health problem that makes it risky 
for the patient to have an oper¬ 
ation. 


Christmas Seals 
In The Mail 

Weeks of preparation by thou¬ 
sands of volunteers have culmin¬ 
ated in the mailing of Christmas 
Seals to householders all over the 
province. The campaign opened on 
November 14th and the provincial 
objective is $275,000. Fi«jds receiv¬ 
ed will be used to further research, 
assist in rehabilitation of ex-sana¬ 
torium patients, nursing services, 
and maintain mobile and station¬ 
ary x-ray and tuberculin testing 
clioios. 

Sponsoring the campaign are 17 
Kinsmen Clubs — Athabasca, Cal¬ 
gary, Banff, Oamrose, Dratibeller, 
Edmonton, Edson, Grand Centre, 
Grande Prairie, Hinton, Laeombe, 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, Peace 
River, Ponoka, Vegreville and Ver¬ 
milion; the Kinette dubs of 
Brooks, and three Rotary dubs: 
Cardlston, High River and Red 
Deer. 

Christmas Seals have been sold 
in Canada for over 60 years and 
in Alberta for the past 28 years. 
This year the Centennial theme 
is carried out on the Seals, and 
they are colorful additions to holi¬ 
day mail. 

November 21st has been desig¬ 
nated as Ohristmas Seal Sunday, 
and hundreds of churches through¬ 
out the province have been sup¬ 
plied with Ohristmas Seal bullet¬ 
ins. dergy will be reminding their 
congregations of the need to help 
stamp out TB and other respira¬ 
tory diseases-TB and RiD. 

Tuberculosis Associations across 
Canada are deeply concerned with 
the detection and control of res¬ 
piratory diseases — lung cancer, 
emphysema, chronic bronchitis, 
pleurisy, etc. — as well as con¬ 
tinuing in the search for undis¬ 
covered tuberculosis. In 1966, 665 
new cases of TIB were discovered 
in Alberta, 72 of which were child¬ 
ren under 10 years of age. Emphy¬ 
sema is reaching epidemic pro¬ 
portions, resulting in disability 
and death. 

The work of the Alberta Tu¬ 
berculosis Association and Christ¬ 
mas Seal Campaign receive high 
commendation from the Premier 
of Alberta, the Hon. E. C. Man¬ 
ning, who says, “it is with great 
sincerity that I commend the work 
of the Association in its endeavors 
for all Albertans to live in TB- 
free areas. I endorse the sale of 
Christmas Seals.” 

Computers To 
Analyze 

Electrocardiograms 

Computers will be used in the 
analysis of electrocardiograms for 
the first time in Alberta at The 
University of Alberta’s Depart¬ 
ment of Medidne. The work will 
be conducted under the terms of 
a fund established by a prominent 
Edmonton businessman in mem¬ 
ory of his wife. 

C. W. Carry, 11720 - 89 Avenue, 
has given an initial $10,000.00 to 
establish the Muriel Carry Mem¬ 
orial Fund to support investiga¬ 
tion into methods by which cor¬ 
onary artery disease and heart at¬ 
tacks may be predicted in appar¬ 
ently healthy persons. 

Through the Fund, Donald Mac- 
Fariane, a graduate in engineer¬ 
ing physios with a Masters de¬ 
gree in electrical engineering, has 


been appointed Assistant Profes¬ 
sor to conduct the studies. This 
is the first joint appointment in 
the Faculties of Engineering and 
Medicine at the University. 

Professor MacFarlane will work 
in the Division of Cardiology at 
The University of Alberta Hospital 
utilizing computer interpretation 
of electrocardiograms of appar¬ 
ently healthy people. 

Over the next three years it is 
hoped that exercise studies, pres¬ 
ently being carried out by Dr. 
Simon Lee, a Lecturer in the De¬ 
partment of Medidne, will be ex¬ 
panded by computer analysis and 
will provide a method for de¬ 
tailed analysis of the changes of 
electrocardiograms during exer¬ 
cise. 

The Fund was established in the 
spring of 1967. Delivery of initial 
equipment — special recording 
equipment for electrocardiograms 
-4s expected early in 1968. A pilot 
project is underway at the pres¬ 
ent time. 

Jeweller Outbids 
Royal Mint 
For Nuggets 

George Shaw, owner of the 
Klondike Nugget Shop in Dawson 
City, Yukon Territory, makes jew¬ 
ellery from unrefined- gold taken 
out of streams a few miles from 
his shop since 1896, when the first 
specks of yellow metal were dis¬ 
covered in Rabbit Creek. 

A report in Canadian Jeweller 
says Shaw pays as high as $60 an 
ounce for the gold, for which the 
Royal Mint pays only $35, but as 
the gold gets scarcer and fewer 
men pan the streams and sluice 
the hills, he finds it increasingly 
difficult to get enough of the min¬ 
eral to fill the requirements. 

The English born jeweller works 
at a tiny, cluttered work-bench, 
foot-pedaling a gasoline blowpipe, 
brought to the Territory in 1898, 
when it was used to make the fab¬ 
ulous jewellery that adorned the 
dancehall girls and ladies of the 
wealthy “bonanza kings”. 

Watch For"~ 

Hidden Kick In 
Champagne Cork 

Being hit in the eye by a cham¬ 
pagne cork is no slight injury, 
says The Medical Post. 

ft reports the findings of a group 
of London doctors who, after see¬ 
ing eight such cases (four of them 
professional waiters or waitresses) 
have estimated that a oork from 
a bottle of “bubbly” travels at a 
speed of 45 feet a second, enough 
to send it 40 feet in the air. 

The one ounce champagne cork 
with its lead shield can thus trav¬ 
el the two feet from bottle to eye 
in one-twentieth of a second and 
as the blink reflex takes one-tenth 
of a second the cornea can re¬ 
ceive the full impact. 

The London doctors say many 
of these injuries could be avoided 
by the simple trick of holding a 
napkin over the cork while the 
wire retainer is being undone. 
The bottle should be pointed away 
from all nearby faces, including 
that of the uncorfcer. 

There was no suggestion that 
people should give up drinking 
champagne. „

... how it is 
determined who 
receives how much 
welfare assistance 
from the Province of 
Alberta? 


To ensure that Alberta fam¬ 
ilies truly in need receive the 
financial assistance required 
to provide them with an ad¬ 
equate living income, their 
requirements are judged on 
the “budget deficit" system. 
This method balances the cost 
of such basic requirements as 
food, shelter, clothing, util¬ 
ities and medicines against 
the family assets and income. 
If the results show a deficit, 
the Alberta Department of 
Public Welfare supplements 
the income to raise it to a 
pre-determined “adequate” 
level, based on present living 
costs. In this way, all Al¬ 
bertans are assured of suf¬ 
ficient income to maintain 
health and decency for them¬ 
selves and their families. 

... what the recipe is 
for good growing soil? 



As in all recipes, the main 
concern is the proper amount 
of the correct ingredients. 
Alberta farmers can learn if 
the soil in their field contains 
the proper proportions of 
plant nutrients by asking the 
Soils Branch of the Plant 
Industry Division, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture. 


For a small fee, they can have 
a sample of soil laboratory- 
tested for fertility level, fer 
tilizer requirements, ^pidity, 
alkalinity, salinity and organic 
matter. A report is then 
issued, based on the results 
of the analysis and on the 
cropping history of the land, 
recommending to the farmer 
the proper fertilizer needs, or 
the cultural practice adjust 
ments necessary for the most 
efficient crop production. The 
same service is offered Al¬ 
bertans who wish advice on 
the soil of their vegetable or 
flower gardens, or lawns. The 
Soils Branch also issues regu¬ 
larly, general recommenda¬ 
tions for the use of fertilizer 
with various types of soil 

. . . what steps are 
being taken to 
prevent mental health 
problems in Alberta? 

Trained personnel teams con¬ 
sisting of psychiatrists, 
psychologists and social work¬ 
ers travel the province from 
Guidance Clinic headquarters 
in major population centres 
to assess and diagnose mental 
problems and to recommend 
solutions. This assistance in 
the management of emotional 
and behavior problems of 
children and adults is pro¬ 
vided by the Mental Health 
Division of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Health and is 
available to schools, parents 
and doctors, without charge 
Appointments can be made 
through school superintend¬ 
ents, doctors or local health 
units. The Division main¬ 
tains residential treatment 
centres for disturbed children 
where rehabilitation training 
and recreation are provided 
by a professional staff, and 
operates out-patient clinics at 
the Guidance Clinics. The 
Mental Health Division also 
administers the plan under 



which patients in mental hos¬ 
pitals are provided with hos¬ 
pital and medical care at a 
cost of $1 to 91.50 per day. 


. . . what it takes, 
besides “a heap-«- 
livin ". to make a 
house a home? 



Every homemaker knows that 
the house she is building, re- 
modelling, or occupying, 
should be designed to suit her 
convenience, decorated to 
please her taste, and managed 
to the best of her ability. To 
be sure that all three object¬ 
ives are achieved, Alberta 
homemakers, can call on pro¬ 
fessional assistance from the 
Home Economics Extension 
Service of the Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. For 
help in drafting house plans, 
choosing building materials, 
selecting exterior design and 
interior decoration, the ser¬ 
vices of a Home Design Spec¬ 
ialist are available through 
District Home Economist Of¬ 
fices. The D.H.E. herself will 
advise on color schemes, fin¬ 
ishing materials, appliances 
and approximate housing 
costs. And, to assist in such 
areas as the use of credit, the 
keeping of household records 
and the establishment of com¬ 
parative values, the Home 
Economics Extension Service 
provides the skill and know¬ 
ledge of a Home Management 
Specialist. 


... how far ahead 
you niust he able to 
see to jdan Alberta's 
power requirements? 

At least six years into the 
future, because it takes about 
five years to progress from 
“decision-to-build” to "power 
produdng-plant" Planning 
several years ahead of time 
for new power plants and the 
major transmission lines that 
connect them with the exist 
ing system is vital to provid¬ 
ing sufficient power to meet 
the needs of Alberta’s grow 
ing industry. This “electrical 
forecasting” is done by the 
Alberta Power Conunisskm, a 
section of the Albert depart¬ 
ment of Industrv jvelcp- 

ment. N-' st the 



Commission decide when and 
where new plants are to be 
built but it must also co¬ 
ordinate the efforts of the 
various private industrial cor¬ 
porations which share in in¬ 
stalling new power sources. 
The over-all supervision of 
the Alberta Power Commis¬ 
sion eliminates duplication of 
effort and equipment and en¬ 
courages the interchange of 
power between eompenies, 
thus keeping the cost of 
power as low ae possible.

A Death Every 
Hour And Half 

Every hour and a half in Can¬ 
ada someone is killed in a traf¬ 
fic accident. 

The Canadian Highway Safety 
Council is sponsoring Safe Driv¬ 
ing Week again this year, from 
December 1st to 7th in an effort 


to reduce this tragic toll. In previ¬ 
ous years traffic deaths have drop¬ 
ped substantially during the Week. 

The best way to reduce ear ac¬ 
cidents, says the Council, is to 
follow the old truck drivers’ max¬ 
im: “Drive as if the other fellow 
•hates 'you • and -is trying to kill 
you”. In more polite terms this is 
called “defensive driving”.

“Why not try being a defensive 
driver during Safe Driving Week,” 
asks Mr. Bell. “It makes driv¬ 
ing more interesting — and a lot 
safer. Perhaps you’ll like it enough 
to do it all year round.”
